SUMMARY: BERLIN MISSIONS HAVE AGREED TO DRAFT OF RESPONSE TO 
29 NOVEMBER SOVIET PROTEST ON FEDERAL ACTIVITIES IN BERLIN. 

MISSIONS ALSO AGREED TO ADDITIONAL CONTINGENCY REMARKS FOR USE 
BY CHAIRMAN POLAD WHEN DELIVERING RESPONSE. END SUMMARY. 

1 . BERLIN MISSIONS HAVE AGREED TO FOLLOWING TEXT OF RESPONSE 
OT 29 NOVEMBER 1977 SOVIET PROTEST (REFTEL) TO CHAIRMAN POLAD 
ON FEDERAL ACTIVITIES IN BERLIN. BRITISH, AS CURRENT CHAIRMAN, 

WILL CONVEY TEXT TO BONN. THAT TEXT MAY DIFFER SLIGHTLY WITH 
FOLLOWING WHICH IS USBER TRANSLATION OF FRENCH TEXT AGREED UPON 
BY BERLIN MISSIONS: 

BEGIN TEXT 
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ON 29 NOVEMBER YOU MADE A DECLARATION TO THE CHAIRMAN POLITICAL 
ADVISOR WITH RESPECT TO THE PROVISIONS OF THE QUADRIPARTITE 
AGREEMENT, UNDER WHOSE TERMS THE WESTERN SECTORS OF BERLIN CONTINUE 
NOT TO BE A CONSTITUENT PART OF THE FEDERAL REPUBLIC OF GERMAN AND 
NOT TO BE GOVERNED BY IT. THE THREE POWERS HAVE MORE THAN ONCE 
PROCLAIMED THEIR ADHERENCE TO THIS PROVISION WHICH YOU HAVE 
JUSTLY RECALLED. 
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THE THREE POWERS, AS YOU ARE AWARE, EQUALLY VALUE (SONT EGALEMENT 
ATTACHEES) THE OTHER PART OF THE PROVISION OF THE QUADRIPARTITE 
AGREEMENT TO WHICH YOU REFERRED: NAMELY, THE TIES BETWEEN THE WESTERN 
SECTORS OF BERLIN AND THE FEDERAL REPUBLIC OF GERMANY WILL BE 
MAINTAINED AND DEVELOPED. 

IN THIS REGARD, YOU CITED A CERTAIN NUMBER OF ACTIVITIES 
WHICH TOOK PLACE IN THE WESTERN SECTORS OF BERLIN AND DESCRIBED 
THEM AS THE MANIFESTATION OF CLAIMS (PRETENTIONS) OF THE FEDERAL 
REPUBLIC OF GERMAN OVER (SUR) THE WESTERN SECTORS OF BERLIN IN 
VIOLATION (PARTANT ATTEINTE) OF THE PERTINENT PROVISIONS OF THE 
QUADRIPARTITE AGREEMENT. 

I HAVE RECEIVED INSTRUCTIONS TO DRAW YOUR ATTENTION 
TO THE FACT THAT NONE OF THE ACTIVITIES WHICH YOU HAVE MENTINED 
TOUCH UPVON (AFFECTE) POINT 2 OF ANNEX II OF THE QUADRIPARTITE 
AGREEMENT - SUCH AS IT SI CLEARLY EXPLAINED IN POINTS A AND B OF THE 
LETTER OF THE THREE AMBASSADORS TO THE FEDERAL CHANCELLOR, (A LETTER) 
WHICH THE AMBASSADOR OF THE USSR TOOK NOTE OF ON 3 SEPTEMBER 1971. 
CONSEQUENTLY, NONE OF THE ACTS (COMPLAINED OF) HAVE BEEN 
PERFORMED IN THE EXERCISE OF DIRECT STATE AUTHORITY (BY THE FRG) 

OVER THE WESTERN SECTORS OF BERLIN, END TEXT 

2. BRITISH MISSION HAD ORIGINALLY PROPOSED THAT FOLLOWING TEXT 
BE INCORPORTATED IN DRAFT REPLY. HOWEVER, BERLIN MISSIONS 
FINALLY AGREED TO RECOMMEND THAT CHAIRMAN POLAD SHOULD BE 
ARMED WITH BRITISH TEXT FOR USE ORALLY WITH SOVIETS AT TIME OF 
DELIVERY OF RESPONSE SHOULD SOVIET IMMEDIATE REACTION WARRANT IT. 
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BEGIN TEXT 

QUOTE: NO ACTIONS OF THE GOVERNMENT OF THE FRG HAVE BEEN CARRIED 
OUT IN THE EXERCISE OF DIRECT STATE AUTHORITY OVER THE WESTERN 
SECTORS OF BERLIN. ACTIVITIES OF PARLIAMENTS AND GOVERNMENTS OF 
THE FRG LAENDER WERE NOT SPECIFICALLY COVERED BY THE QA, AS YOU 
YOURSELF POINTED OUT, NOR DO THEY OFFEND AGAINST ANY OF ITS 
GENERAL PROVISIONS. THESE GENERMAL PROVISIONS DO NOT MENTION QUOTE 
THE TASK OF MAINTAINING THE NORMAL SITUATION IN THE SAID AREA 
UNQUOTE BUT STATE THAT QUOTE THE SITUATION WHICH HAS DEVELOPED 
IN THE AREA.. ..SHALL NOT BE CHANGED UNILATERALLY UNQUOTE. NOTHING 
DONE BY THE WESTERN SIDE HAS PURPORTED TO CHANGE THE EXISTING 
SITUATION UNQUOTE. END TEXT GEORGE 
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
